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Failure of the Bank at Stettin. 



Berlin, October 13th. — The failure 
of the Ilittereehaftliehe bank at Stettin 
has caused a general depression. It 
is stated that the Managing Director 
committed suicide. Tlio embarass- 
inents of the bank began ten years 
back, wkon two Managing Directors 
first discounted doubtful bills, without 
the kuowljdgo and counsol of the 
Directors of the bank. Tho bank has 
a capital of nine millions marks, and 
desposits of twenty millions. It dis- 
counted bills to tbo amount of forty 
millions, half of which would have to 
be prolonged on falling due. The 
principal creditors are the Eerliu and 
Stettin Railway Company, for two and 
a half millions marks; the Pomeranian 
Sugar Refinery, tho Schewdt Fire In- 
surance Company, tho Gera bank, the 
Vulcan Ship-budding Company, aud 
the Baltic Lloyds. 

"What's in a Name."— jYIr. Pope 
Hennessy who, when Governor of 
Barbsdoes, got into such hot water 
that he had to be sent to Hong Kong 
to prevent the whito people of the is- 
land from lynching him on account of 
his frienship for the negroes, is in 
trouble again. He has taken up the 
cause of John Chinamen this time and 
abrogated the laws aud customs of the 
colony concerning him. Tho details 
of the trouble are not given, but, as in 
Barbadoes, thero has been much ex- 
citement, and formal appeals to the 
Imperial Government aro to be made. 
Mr. Pope Hennessoy's whole political 
life seems to have justified tho curious 
combination in his name.

THE WAR NEWS. 

It is evident that a stato of weather in 
which the Russian armies find it impossi- 
ble to niovo must have a like effect on 
the Turkish armies. If the Russians can- 
not advance to tho attack because of deep 
snows, tho Turks cannot receive rein- 
forcements for tho same reason. At Plev- 
na exhaustion of men and material may 
overcome the Turlts. Take man for man 
they have shown themselves better soldi- 
erB than the enemy; but unfortunately, 
the question is not one of man against 
man. It is a question of six mon to ouu 
—that being the relative proportion of the 
Russian as compared with tho Turkish 
armies. There seems to bo no doubt that 
Plevna is completely invested, und that 
tho Czarowitch holds Sulicman Pasha 
across the Lorn as in a bottle tightly cork- 
ed and wired, from which ho cannot 
emerge to relieve Plevna, 65 miles dis- 
tant. If Plevna should fall Rulschuk and 
the supporting army of Sulieman Pasha 
must presently follow; because two strong 
armies might then be concentrated to 
bring about his ruin. In removing Ma- 
homet Ali the Turks hoped for a more 
vigorous policy from bis successor. Rut 
when a man is held as in a vice, what re- 
course has ho but to remain inactive? It 
has leaked out that Mehomot Ali was sup- 
planted because ho recommended a do- 
nothing policy until Spring — leaving 
exposure during tho winter mouths to 
weaken the Russian armies, Tho Cabi- 
net at Constantinople favored an aggres- 
sive policy and substituted Sulieman for 
Mehemet. It begins to look now as if tho 
Turks should have followed Mehomet's 
advice. In Asia Minor tho situation of 
the Turks could not well be worse. There 
is a chanco — and it is a desperate one — 
that Mukhtar Pasha, by falling on the 
Russian rear will compel them to retreat 
again; but the clash and spring that dis- 
tinguished the Turks at tho ontset of tho 
campaign appear to be wanting now; and 
their best friends must see that they are 
rapidlv losing faith in themselves. Tho 
Russians have loot heavily; but they have 
the longest purse, great resources of men, 
and, (most important item of all) it is not 
their country that is being over-run and 
wasted. As the spirits of the Turks fall 
those of the Russians rise corresponding- 
ly; and although we do not believe that in 
the next attack they will carry Plevna, 
they will nevertheless make gaps in tho 
Turkish ranks that cannot bo repaired.

Negotiations are said to be in progress 
between Great Britain and Japan on the 
one side, and Eussia and Japan on tho 
other. Japan, by a diplomatic coup wor- 
thy of a more advanced nation, has suc- 
ceeded in opening tho ports of Corea to 
her commerce. Other nations aro anxious 
to share the advantages to How from the 
Corean trade. Great Britain is under- 
stood to olaim admission to tho same 
privileges as Japan will enjoy, and Japan 
is represented as disposed to make as 
good a"bargain as she can for herself from 
her diplomatic stroke. Sho is trying to 
sell the privilege— not for so many dol- 
lars; but to exact a concession of some 
kind from the nations sho may admit to a 
share in the commerce of Corea. Having 
learned that Great Britain will mako nei- 
ther pledges nor concessions of any kind, 
Japan is now coquetting with Eussia. 
Eussia is reported a3 having offered to 
support Japan's refusal to any extremity 
if Japan will mako her an important con- 
cession which Eussia has long coveted. 
It is added that Japan is disposed to yield 
to the blandishments of the Muscovites; 
but how the alliance would benefit Japan, 
or how Eussia with her wooden tubs could 
offer a succensf ul resistance to Britain's 
iron walls, does not appear very clear. 
The story reads like a canard, with just a 
dash of truth in it— the truth being that 
Great Britain has demanded that Corea 
shall be thrown open to the world's com- 
merce, and that Japan, alter coyly remon- 
strating for awhile, will accpiiesco.

Public meetings are nil the rage, our post 
oflicos, telegraph oftico, school houses, 
churches, and stores, aro decorated with 
notices of public meetings. Mr. Derby 
is tho Lion with some, with others he is 
looked upon as tho Wolf. On Thursday 
the 8th inst., tho Hon. Wm. Smitho and 
the members of the District will bo pre- 
sent at a public meeting here, and a spe- 
cial meeting of tho Municipal Council will 
be held on tho 10th inst. to consider the 
dyking and draining Bchemo. Tho people 
of Sumas are now as eager to leave this 
Municipality as they wero to force thom- 
solves into it a few years ago. It will be 
remembered how tho Walkem Govern- 
ment incorporated Sumas and Chilliwhack 
on a petition of about fourteen signatures 
and refused to listen to upwards of sixty- 
voters. "The evil that men do lives after 
them," the good is oft interred with thoir 
bones, <tc. Tho Government should bo 
very careful about granting large tracts of 
lands to private parties. Tho weather is 
very wet, and likely to continue so for 
some time. There is a largo amount of 
potatoos rotting in this vicinity, and tho 
probabilities are there will bs a scarcity 
in spring. 

The Saanich Eoads. 

"AFarmor" pays tho followiug tribute: 
The last remnant of tho old sleigh-road 
between Bryant's and Simpson's on the 
East Saanicli Road has at last been re- 
placed by a substantial wagon-road. Mr. 
W. Tioruey was the contractor and the 
work reflects great credit on him as a road 
maker— boing well gruded nnd neatly fin- 
ished. Mr. Tierney employed only white 
men on the road; oven the cook was a white 
man. If other road contractors would 
follow his good example it would be more 
to their credit and most satisfactory to tho 
people of the Province. It will tako an- 
other two years before tho Eust Saanich 
road will bo in oxcellent teaming condi- 
tion, in consequence of 'the newly-graded 
parts not being gravelled. However, wo 
(the farmers) have no reason to complain 
of tho Elliott Government as they have 
made vast improvements in the Saanich 
and Lake Districts siuco their accession 
to the Treasury benches. Tho systom of 
equalizing the expenditure of public mo- 
nies iu tho various districts of tho Pro- 
vince contrasts favorably with tho manner 
iu which tho public funds were squander- 
ed by tho late Governmont. Tho West 
Saanich road is in au oxcellent state of re- 
pair, having beou thoroughly overhauled 
by W.H. Snider, who appears to muke 
roiul-work a upooialty. The Sand Hill 
bridgo on the East Sannich Road is beiHg 
raised six foot highor under tho superin- 
tendence of Mr. John Nicholson, I he ve- 
teran road-makor. who will, no doubt, 
leave a good finish.

ers had been very imperfectly done, not 
being closed up to tho work in somo 
places, iu others tho joints woro not raked 
out to receive the cement, but simply 
plastered ovor tho old pointing. This 
they instructed Mr. Williams to alter by 
cleaning out all the joints iu tho masonry 
and repointing the same.

EUROPE. 

Constantinople, Nov. 4. — A rein- 
forcement of 20 battalions has been 
sent to Orclianie. 

Constantinople, Nov. 5. — Changes 
in tho ministry aro talked of and it is 
thought Hadyk and Tafost Pashas will 
form a peace ministry. 

London, Nov. 5. — A Vienna corres- 
pondent writes thero is much discon- 
tent in Roumania concerning tho war. 
Thero is hardly a family in Moldavia 
which has not lost a relative. The 
full strongth of the lloumanian army 
was sent into tho field at the begin- 
ning of the war. Some companies 
now have only one officer, and as there 
are no reserve officers tho army is dis- 
organized. After the engagement of 
the 19th the lloumaniutis threatened 
mutiny if furthor attempts were rnado 
to lead them to certain death. The 
Roumanian Chamber will be convoked 
at the latest possiblo date aud imme- 
diately roproroguod." Thus all chance 
of the Roumanians retiring from tho 
war seems to have vanished. Large 
bodies of troops are beiDg massed at 
Tirnova and reinforcements are con- 
stantly arriving and echoloned on the 
Siatova, Biela and Tieneva line. 

St. PETEusbuito, Nov. 4. — The idea 
is rapidly gaining ground here that 
perhaps the war may be finished this 
year. Certainly a great effort will be 
made, and it is generally believed that 
in tho event of success Russia will de- 
mand free passage of the straits and 
tho autonomy of northern Bulgaria 
under some Gorman Prince with a 
guarantee of tho great powers. 

London, Nov. 3— A Russian official dis- 
patch, dated Visenjoi tho 2nd, says: After 
tho almost unresisted occupation of Kap- 
rikai on the 28th nit., when Ghazi, Mukh- 
tar and Ismail Pasha's rear guard hastily 
retreated to Hassan Kaleh, our cavalry 
continued tho -pursuit and two hours 
after midnight attacked tho enemy's bi- 
vouac After a short skirmish we enter- 
ed the bivouac, cut down 100 men und 
compelled tho others to take to flight. 
The pursuit continued sis versts, when it 
was discontinued because of the extreme 
fatigue of both men and horses. At five 
in tho morning our cavalry occupied Has- 
sen Knlep. Meantime other cavalry have 
arrived near Kurudykuk, eighteen versts 
from Erzeroum. 

Generals Heymann and TergukassfTo's 
columns are concentrated near Devo Boy- 
awn, whore tho enemy are encamped. 
Armenian news indicates that tho Rus- 
»ians are recovering from all tho season's 
reverses and there is a strong probability 
that tlioy will establish winter quarters 
in Erzeroum. 

London, Nov. 5. — A correspondent with 
tho Turks in Asia, after showing from per- 
sonal observation that Mnkhtar Pasha's 
retreat on Kars was tho wildest rout, says 
tho condition of Kars is almost hopeless. 
There ure few provisions, four thousand 
sick and wounded and absolutely no fire- 
wood. A correspondent with tho Russian 
headquarters iu Asia, undor date of Sun- 
day, telegraphs that Gen. Hoymann is 
now within cannou-shot of Mukhtar 
Pasha's position. 

Constantinople, Nov. 4.— The Rus- 
sians advancing from Olti to Tamerzourn 
wore compelled to rctiro in cousequenco 
of a snow storm. 

Pakis, Nov. 5. — Jean Bapisto Davorgier, 
u distinguished Jesuit, ib dead.

EASTERN STATES. 
CnraYENNE, Nov. 7.- -Hot Creek, Wy., 
Nov. 7— The Arapahoe Indians who left 
Rod Cloud agency on Thursday last in 
chargo of Liout. Leinloy, 3rd cavalry, 
arrived hero to-day en route to Fort Cas- 
par, W.T., in the vicinity of which plaeo 
they will spond tho winter. Tho party 
consists of 280 lodgos of Arnpahoes and 
10 lodges of Sioux, in all about 1,200 peo- 
ple. Thdy profess to be woll satisfied 
with thoir removal from, Red Cloud agency 
and appear to be anxious to roach their 
now hunting grounds. All are well 
and warmly clothed. Tho band havo 
over a thousand head of ponies. Tho ma- 
jority of the bucks havo arms, but com- 
plain of a want of ammunition. Thoy ex- 
pect to reach Fottorman by tho 20th and 
Caspar by tho end of tho month. 

Depression in New Zealand, — Undor 
the above heading that Conservative 
grumbler, the "Mail," gives tho fol- 
lowing: — "Tho Timaru "Herald" of 
June 28, announces, for the informa- 
tion of intending emigrants to New 
Zealand, that 'great depression is in 
order of the day just now, and that 
things are, to use a familiar term, as, 
dull as ditch water.' Empty houses 
are plentiful. There is no domand for 
labourers, and many of them are 
obliged to work at under rates. 
Farmors have not received nearly as 
much for their corn as they ought to 
have received. 'They have been vic- 
timized, as usual, through their press- 
ing need of mouoy after harvestiug,and 
through their having nc open market 
where the true value of thoir produc- 
tions may bo ascertained. They are 
compelled to take for their corn, not 
what it is worth, but what a merchant 
or speculator chooses to give for it.' 
Thero has been a great fall iu the price 
of wool and of colonial produce gen- 
erally; and the Government immigra- 
tion expenditure has been suspended. 
Hitherto, says the "Herald," luxuriant 
living and extravagant speculation 
prevailed; and now tbo collapse has sot 
in." Why not havo followed this by 
an article condemning tho Government 
of New Zealand for the state of affairs 
existing there. Perhaps it is too 
awkward to iiud general laws of polit- 
ical economy as truo in one hemisphere 
as in the other.
